We are all vegetarian except for Shaun.Obviously I cen't speak for Pauline or Andy 
but I stopped eating meat at the end of last year because i felt that it is unecessary 
Meat just isn't needed I don't think so anyway.Just think all you meat-eaters as you 
read this some poor animal is having its throat slit,letting its blood gush out onto 
the floor.Then its slit down its belly and all its insides are dragged out,then its 
skin is peeled off - have I said enough ? Anyway remember this next week when you have 
a beefburger for your tea ok. ? 

re you oppossed to fur coats ? If so do you wear leather ? What do you see as the 


difference if you do ? 

Yes I am oppossed to fur coats - its a disgrace that animals should be bred to be

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STOP THE CITY is a protest against war,oppression and exploitation.The main protestors 
are 'anarchist punks',who unlike so many concerned people actually understand the nature 
of our oppression.lt is short-sighted to campaign just against nuclear arms,or just war, 
or just sexism...all these are only symptoms of the systems sickness. 

Sexism,racism,war,greed,oppression,injustice,animal abuse,inequality etc are all tied 
together,they are all part of the system,they are all inter-1inked.We can not solve these 
problems without dismantling the system which maintains them. 

Greed,for money and power,leads to so many of the worlds problems...and they are the 
worlds problems,its our world that is being destroyed.The worlds resources are being 
misused, forests are disappearing,rivers and seas polluted,minerals extracted leaving tl.e 
land useless. 

Third World countries (you see they try to dissasociate them from us) suffer at the 
hands of the developed world.They are treated like pawns in the power games of the huge 
super-powers,their resources are stolen,their people exploited.Many countries which can 
not feed their people are growing huge amounts of produce for the developed countries... 
the slave labour means its cheap to buy in our shops...meanwhile their people starve.And 
as unrest grows the developed countries rub their hands with glee,they now sell arms to 
quellthe unrest which they are responsible for.Of course the arms have to be paid for, 
which means less money for health programmes etc. which means more unrest,more arms and 
of course lots and lots of money for some rich parasite of a buisnessman. 

As if this is not bad enough we also give them 'civilisation' this creates a market 
for our consumer products which they don't need but which we tell them they want.To get 
these goodies they have to exploit their workers to get higher profits...more oppression. 
The buisnessmen also find the undeveloped countries useful for getting rid of surplus 
drugs which have been banned as dangerous in the West.Boots were guilty of this but there 
are many more companies involved...money means more than people to all of these companies 
The buisness-men don't care who or what suffers aslong as the profits pour in.There are 
many cases but I'll highlight one in particular to demonstrate my point.Using Western 
advertising methods,bribes to doctors and health workers,and subtle and clever lies 
bottle-feed manufacturers convince the mother-to-be in underdeveloped countries that her 
breast milk is a poor second to powdered milk.In countries where electricity and fresh 
water is just a dream using powdered milk without causing infection is impossible.The 
corpses pile-up but so do the profits,do you think the buisnessmen care ? Do they fuck! 
The biggest multinational involved is Nestle (which owns Nescafe,Crosse & Blackwell,Ideal 
Findus,Libby and L'Oreal).In this particular case a boycott of Nestle products was begun 
this resulted in Nestle stopping its activities....lives have been saved because people 
cared enough to act.Don't think for one minute that Nestle care about anything,but their 
profits (like all buisnesses) it was the boycott which called a halt NOT the deaths.Mean¬ 
while multinationals world-wide carry on with their filthy business. 

We in the 'West manufacture our own oppression,working in the bomb factory,building the 
prisons,collecting information etc..While people slog their guts out hour after hour,day 
after day,year in year out,to earn a pittance their bosses get rich.Advertising tells us 
that our lives are not complete unless we own a certain product.So much shit is bought 
and sold its unbelieveable.The companies get rich and the people want more.What do they 
do with all their profits ? Well apart from buying several large houses (while there’s 
thousands homeless),fur coats (murder),Rolls Royces (killing machine) etc. they invest it 
Their favourite investment is in arms...nice eh ? They can destroy our planet many times 
over but there still isn't a 100# safe,effective contraceptive.The money required to 
provide adequate food,water,education,health and housing for everyone in our world has 
been estimated as 817 Billion a year,this is a huge sum of money...about as much as our 
governments spend on arms every two weeks l Just think about that.

Yes we agree with direct action aslong as its non-violent.Sometimes its the only 
positive way of treeing the animals from their pain and misery.Hunters who attack people 
who try to save foxes show how cruel they are - they don't care who or what suffers in 
their own selfishness for "sport" (???).

Through our songs we express our anger at the wrongs that are going on around us con- 
tinuosley.We try to make people aware of what is going on.We are not the sort of people 
who can sit down and write 'I love you and you love me,and everything is wonderful' when 
sexism,war and vivisection continue to ruin our lives. 

Are you anarchists ? 

Not all of the band are anarchists,basically because 'anarchy' is such a loose term 
which means a different thingnto each and everyone of us.Gail,Siin and Steev take it to 
mean personal freedom without exploiting anyone or being exploited.

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The Instigators are a band from Dewsbury,West Yorkshire.They formed in May I98I and 
their first recorded tracks.. , 01d Soldiers* and 'Monkey Man* were released on the Pax 
compilation 'Bollox To The Gonads* in 1983.Their first single was to have been put out 
on Pax but due to large overheads the price would have been £1.10,this they didn't 
feel happy about.The single 'The Blood Is On Your Hands' was released on Bluurg in 
April '84 selling at 90p. 

The single covers three areas that they feel are particularly relevant at the 
moment,the oppressive effect religion can have,apathy and animal abuse.Three of them 
no longer eat meat or wear leather,and members of the group are involved in direct 
action such as demos and 'sabbing. 

The individuals that make up The Instigators have various ideas on many subjects 
so they find it impossible to represent them all under a collective umbrella.They do 
not want to ^e labelled as a strictly 'punk' band or 'anarchists' as this wouldn't be 
totally honest.They feel that its very important for the individual to have the free¬ 
dom mentaly and physically to act with a free will.Uneccessary catergories only serve 
to restrict the individual. -Divide and Rule... 

The ultimate objective of The Instigators is to make people think,or at least 
provide them with an alternative opinion,which should in comparison.with others,lend 
itself to intelligent and productive discussion,perhaps allowing the individual to 
reassess his or her own values. 

In answer to the argument that its all been said before and that a group as small 
as The Instigators can have no effect on the issues that they challenge in their songs 
they say that presenting ideas or thoughts on record or tape,perhaps for discussion is 
far more creative than doing nothing or sniffing glue. 

Hammy from Instigators runs 'Peaceville' details below.The Instigators are in my 
opinion one of the best groups around today and deserve more recognition,both their 
tape and their record are well worth getting hold of.
